$4.7 million city 
budget approved 


Albany 
tax rate 
lowered 


ALBANY — The city 
council, in a marathon ses- 
sion ending early Tuesday 
morning, set a record $4.7 
million municipal budget 
for 1977-78. 

The council also lowered 
the city’s tax rate from $2.04 
to $1.77 per $100 assessed 
evaluation. 

The tax rate reduction 
means that, due to an aver- 
age 25 percent increase in 
assessed property values, 
homeowners will be paying 
about 6.4 percent more in 
taxes to the city next year. 

City Administrator 
James Turner said actual 
tax bills from the city will 
increase only enough to 
kéep pace with inflation. 

The council also set 
salaries for municipal 
employes including the gen- 
eral employes who struck 
the city last month, 
firefighters who reached 
agreement with the city 
Saturday, and police, who 
picketed the start of the 
council meeting last -night 
but withdrew the pickets as 
city negotiators, meeting 
concurrently with the coun- 
cil, tried te hammer out an 
llth hour settlement. 

As it was, no agreement 
was reached so the council 
voted to give the police 
pretty much the same set- 
tlement as the other 
employes. A police associa- 
tion spokesman, who said 
officers had wanted aver- 
age pay matching that of 
other East Bay cities, said 
his group was not happy 
with the package that 
amounted to a 6 percent 


raise. 

All this took place in a 
rather spirited budget ses- 
sion in which two emotional

ALBANY —-The city 
council Monday night voted 
to set itself up as a rede- 
velopment agency with the 
council to serve as the agen- 
cy’s governing board.

The counc:l, which ap- 
peared to be in general ag- 
reement at the initial ses- 
sion, quickly approved the 
agency Monday evening.

The recent forced res- 
ignation of Albany City 
Administrator James 
Turner sparked a com- 
munity controversy 
which has placed three 
members of the city 
council on the ballot for 
a recall election. Nov. 
15. 

It seems incredible 
that the firing of one 
city employe could be 
the apparent cause of so 
drastic an action. Why, 
one wonders, could the 
firing motivate one 
fourth of the city’s re- 
gistered voters to sign a 
petition asking for the 
recall of Councilmen 
Mike Gleason, Pat Grif- 
fin and Mayor Joyce 
Jackson? The answer 
lies in the fact that the 
shabby treatment of 
Turner was that famous 
straw that broke the 
camel’s back. 

It was the last in a 
long list ofdecisions and 
internal manipulations 
by Gleason, Griffin and 
Jackson which are car- 
ried on in secret and 
laced with political 
favoritism and old- 
fashioned political 
cronyism. 

In short, Gleason and 
Griffin were elected not 
because of their politi- 
cal points of view but 
because of a voter 


‘Straw vote’ that 9 
broke camel's back — 


backlash against the 
highly questionable 
maneuverings of former 
Councilman Red Call. 
Since their election 
Gleason and Griffin 
have listened to the 
same small group of 
people concerning Al- 
bany decision making. 
And their basic method 
of operation has been to 
get rid of key staff 
members and replace 
them with political 
friends. In the beginning 
we hoped that Mayor 
Jackson would be inde- 
pendent from such 
maneuvering, but she 
gradually went along 
with the pattern. This 
was most disappointing 
to us as we felt she had 
considerable leadership 
potential. 

As evidence for our 
allegations one need 
look no further than the 
firing of Turner. It was 
Mayor Jackson who is- 
sued a false press release 
stating that Turner and 
the council had mutually 
and unanimously agreed 
that Turner would res- 
ign. In fact Turner was 
told to quit or be fired by 
Jackson, Gleason and 
Griffin. The two mem- 
bers of the council who 
disagreed were told by 
Gleason and Griffin that 
they could not tell the

Act. Councilman Howell, 
much to his credit, 
brought the truth tolight. 


After Howell opened

of the ‘‘new Albany.” 
After more public con- 
troversy Gleason 
changed the story again 
and hurled some strong 
accusations at Turner, 
questioning his compe- 
tence.

Gleason, it must be’ 
remembered, was the 
councilman who at- 
tempted to organize the 
fire department against 
former fire chief Gerald 
Browne and threatened 
to fire a young fireman 
if Browne didn’t retire. 
It is this kind of devious 
disrespect for basic 
human dignity which 
has turned city hall on 
its ear and spread 
paranoia among city 
staffers. :
